of  music  education,  have  been  asked  to 
continue  in  active  advisory  capacities 
insofar  as  their  own  expanded  School  of 
Music  duties  will  permit. 

Mr.  Waller  and  Mr.  Commanday, 
new  University  appointees,  will  work  in 
String  Extension  and  Choral  Extension, 
respectively.

Hence,  we  are  conducting  an  intensive 
program  in  packaging  and  materials 
handling  for  the  members.  The  program 
began  Monday,  October  4  and  closes 
Thursday,  October  7.

The  subject  matter  of  the  program  is 
based  upon  results  of  a  survey  which 
was  conducted  among  members  of  the 
Association  and  of  the  Division  to  de- 
termine the  topic  which  would  be  most 
important  in  the  light  of  current  business 
conditions  and  world  affairs. 

The  Instructional  staff  is  composed 
of  University  faculty  members  and  of 
specialist^  from  industrie  s ,  all  of  whom 
have  had  a  great  deal  of  experience  in 
packaging.  Among  those  persons  par- 
ticipating from  the  University  are  Pro- 
fessors No  A.  Parker,  L.  C.  Pigage, 
P.  D.  Converse,  and  Everett  Laitala. 
Had  Rountree  will  fire  the  opening  shot 
on* 'Why  This  Short  Course?  "  Several 
of  the  speakers  from  trade  and  indus- 
tries include  packaging  engineers  and 
other  specialists  from  the  General 
Motors  Corporation,  International  Har- 
vester Company,  and  many  other  manu- 
facturing firms  in  the  United  States. 
Preliminary  registration  figures  indi- 
cate an  attendance  of  about  300  persons 
from  all  over  the  United  States.

PROPERTY  INSURANCE 
SHORT  COURSE 

Friday  evening,  October  1,  brought 
to  a  close  the  completion  of  the  third 
part  of  an  insurance  short  course.  This 
short  course  is  sponsored  jointly  by  the 
Illinois  Association  of  Insurance  Agents 
and  the  DUE  in  cooperation  with  the  De- 
partment of  Economics.  This  course  of 
four-weeks  duration  is  given  in  four 
parts  of  one  week  each  at  several  months 
intervals.  Part  I  was  conducted  in  Feb- 
ruary; Part  II  in  May;  and  Part  IV  will 
undoubtedly  be  scheduled  to  be  conduct- 
ed in  the  latter  part  of  November  or  the 
first  part  of  December  of  this  school 
year.  Classes  are  scheduled  to  meet 
seven  hours  each  day  for  five  days  a 
week. 

This  course  can  be  termed  a  Work- 
Education  Program  whe  rein  the  pe  r  sons 
enrolled  attend  classes  for  one  week  and 
then  return  to  their  respective  employ- 
ment for  approximately  Z\  months  of 
work.  It  has  been  an  interesting  and 
constructive  program  and  the  Illinois 
Association  of  Insurance  Agents  speak 
very  highly  of  our  accomplishments  thus 
far.  Part  I  consists  of  a  study  of  general 
insurance  principles  including  fire  and 
allied  lines;  Part  II  included  a  study  of 
inland  and  ocean  marine  insurance, 
aviation  insurance,  boiler  and  ma- 
chinery insurance;  Part  III  includes  a 
study  of  public  liability  and  workmen's 
compensatiorinsurance  along  with  auto- 
mobile liability  and  general  property 
insurance;  Part  IV  includes  compre- 
hensive coveraqe  of  accident  and  health 


insurance ,  fidelity  and  surety  bonds ,  and 
agency  management.  About  25  persons 
have  been  enrolled  in  each  part  of  the 
program.

GOOD  RESPONSE 

Two  of  the  summer  programs  of  the 
Division  met  with  such  popular  response 
as  to  almost  swamp  us.  The  first  was 
a  non-credit,  in-service  training  course 
for  librarians,  especially  at  the  sub- 
professional  level.  The  course  was  five 
days  long  and  was  given  in  seven  differ- 
ent areas  of  the  State.  The  instruction 
was  suppliedby  the  University's  Library 
School.  The  Illinois  State  Library  gave 
genuine  and  hearty  cooperation  to  the 
program,  furnishing  a  bookmobile  sto- 
cked with  books  and  without  expense  to 
the  Division. 

The  second  summer  program  that 
provoked  widespread  interest  was  in 
conservation  education.  Thirteen  one- 
week  courses  were  held  in  various  parts 
of  the  State,  the  instruction  being  given 
by  Mr.  W.  D.  Masters  of  the  Department 
of  Agricultural  Education.  Fine  co- 
operation was  had  from  the  Soil  Con- 
servation Service  and  from  the  Forest- 
ers.  The  plan  included  class  instruction 
during  the  mornings  with  the  afternoons 
devoted  to  field  trips  and  observations. 
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DUE  MUSIC  EVENT 

The  ILLINOIS  ALL-STATE  MUSIC 
ACTIVITY  of  1948-49,  sponsored  by  the 
Illinois  Music  Educator's  Association  and 
the  Illinois  High  School  Association  has 
been  announced  this  week  in  the  Illinois 
Music  Educator's  Journal  and  in  the  Inter  - 
scholastic.  The  ACTIVITY  will  bring  an 
All-State  orchestra,  chorus  and  materi- 
als-evaluation band  to  the  campus  No- 
vember 26  and  27,  as  well  as  a  series  of 
clinics  and  workshops  for  the  directors. 
Practically  every  professional  organi- 
zation that  is  related  to  high  school  music 
in  the  State  is  cooperating  with  the  UI 
School  of  Music,  Housing  Bureau,  and  the 
Division  of  University  Extension.

Even  in  advance  of  the  event  many 
Illinois  music  educators,  have  indicated 
that  they  consider  this  new  unity  of  pur- 
pose a  hopeful  springboard  for  the  re- 
covery of  Illinois  leadership  in  organized 
educational  music  throughout  the  states. 
That  the  young  music  section  of  DUE  has 
so  quickly  become  the  repository  of  State- 
wide confidence  is  gratifying.

They  are  presenting  the 
wire  records  of  these  lectures  to  person- 
nel in  the  various  real  estate  offices  who 
are  unable  to  take  the  class.  These  lec- 
tures are  reaching  55  students  in  the 
class  and  another  200  by  wire  recordings. 

GARMAN  IN  MILWAUKEE

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MUSIC  EXTENSION  ACTIVITIES 

Preparation  for  the  All-State  Music 
Conference,  November  26-27  is  the  order 
of  the  day  for  personnel  in  Music  Exten- 
sion, Director  Paul  Painter  has  announ- 
ced that  the  "finishing  touches"  must  be 
completed  by  November  24. 

Professor  Gilbert  Waller  will  attend 
a  Leadership  Conference  of  the  executive 
officers  of  the  Music  Educator's  National 
Conference  in  Chicago,  November  19,  20 
and  21.  Long-term  plans  for  the  school 
music  program  may  be  drafted  at  this 
conference. 

On  December  1,  Gilbert  will  be  in 
Peoria  where  he  has  been  requested  to 
direct  the  orchestra  portion  of  an  All- 
City  Music  Festival. 

ABOUT  OUR  EXTENSION  CENTERS 

There  is  a  rather  interesting  trend  in 
the  type  of  students  enrolling  in  our  Co- 
operative Extension  Centers  from  1948- 
49.  An  increasingly  higher  percentage  of 
good  students  is  found  in  the  groups. 

Among  the  motives  students  have  for 
goint  to  these  centers  are:  (l)  Lower 
cost,  which  is  approximately  $250  -  $275 
per  semester  in  contrast  to  $980  on  the 
Urbana  campus.  (2)  Many  students  be- 
lieve it  safer  to  try  college  work  right 
in  their  own  high  school  surroundings. 
Should  they  fail,  they  don't  get  the  publi- 
city attached  to  it  which  naturally  follows 
when  students  return  home  from  the  Uni- 
versity at  the  end  of  the  semester  with 
unsatisfactory  grades.  The  screening 
process  is  somewhat  less  painful. 

Several  centers  are  operating  this 
year  and  want  to  continue   next  year  be- 


cause they  hope  that,  through  the  service 
rendered,  the  program  offered,  and  the 
attitude  of  the  public,  they  can  build  up  a 
demand  for  a  favorable  junior  college. 

Walt  Krumsiek,  Supervisor  of  Co- 
operative Extension  Centers,  has  just 
completed  his  first  round  of  visitations 
to  the  centers  and  finds  them  doing  satis- 
factory work.  He  counsels  first  with  the 
administrator,  then  visits  classes  and 
offers  suggestions  or  criticisms. 

All  University  regulations  are  carried 
out  in  the  centers,  because  students  who 
transfer  here  or  elsewhere  should  enter 
the  colleges  with  their  prerequisites  sati- 
sfied. 

NEW  CLASSES  IN  GALESBURG 

Two  new  classes  are  scheduled  to 
open  in  Galesburg,  Thursday,  December  2. 
Mr.  R.  Y.  Robb,  Instructor  in  English, 
U.  I.  Galesburg  Branch,  will  teach  Public 
Speaking  and  Group  Leadership,  while 
John  W.  Hancock,  Assistant  Professor  of 
Psychology,  Galesburg  will  teach  Practi- 
cal Application  of  Psychology  in  Industry. 

Both  courses  are  for  management- 
labor  groups  and  will  continue  through 
January  27,  1949. 

STAFF  MEETING 

The  monthly  DUE  administrative  staff 
meeting  was  held  in  Dean  Browne's  office 
Friday,  November  12.  In  addition  to  ob- 
taining solutions  to  current  problems, 
discussion  was  given  to  agenda  items 
among  which  were  (1)  improving  channels 
of  communication,  (2)  suggested  revisions 
in  current  procedures,  and  (3)  new  pro- 
grams in  demand  for  the  second  semester. 
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DEVELOPMENT  OF  DUE'S 
VISUAL  AIDS  SERVICE 

The  Division  of  University  Extension 
was  organized  in  1932,  but  it  had  no  Visual 
Aids  Service.  A  Visual  Aids  Service  was 
merely  a  topic  for  conversation,  and  the 
idea  was  to  develop  a  kind  of  cooperative 
venture.  Acting  as  leading  proponents  of 
the  movement  were  several  school  men 
in  Champaign  County,  and  Russell  Gregg, 
then  Vice-Principal  of  University  High 
School.  After  a  time,  the  film  venture 
really  started  as  a  cooperative  enterprise. 
The  participating  schools  either  sent  in 
the  sum  of  $24  or  deposited  a  16  mm  silent 
film  or,  if  they  chose,  deposited  a  35  mm 
silent  film.  For  the  sum  of  $24  or  a  film, 
a  school  was  privileged  to  borrow  all  the 
other  films  which  were  on  deposit  at  the 
University  High  School  during  a  period  of 
three  years.  The  borrower,  of  course, 
was  expected  to  care  for  the  transpor- 
tation costs. 

Soon  after  the  cooperative  Visual  Aids 
Service  enterprise  began  functioning, 
Russell  Gregg  left  the  University  and 
Leland  Bradford,  a  graduate  student  in 
the  College  of  Education,  was  asked  to 
spend  part  time  to  see  that  the  infant 
Service  didn't  fall  on  its  head,  eat  the 
wrong  kind  of  foods,  or  any  one  of  the 
numerous  things  that  an  infant  film  li- 
brary might  do.  It  was  during  the  time 
Mr,  Bradford  was  in  charge  of  the  Visual 
Aids  Service  that  steps  were  taken  to  have 
the  infant  activity  become  a  part  of  the 
Division  of  University  Extension.  During 
all  of  this  time,  the  activities  of  the  film 
service  had  been  quite  modest.  In  fact, 
the  film  activity  was  so  modest  that  equip- 
ment, films,  and  all  records  pertaining 
to  the  activity  were  housed  in  a  small  un- 
used cloakroom  at  the  University  High 
School   building.     It  might   be  amazing  to 


learn  that  at  this  time  the  film  service 
did  not  own  a  single  projector,  not  even 
a  slide  projector. 

The  Visual  Aids  Service  was  assigned 
to  Mr.  Lewis  V.  Peterson  for  general 
supervision  in  1935,  as  Mr.  Bradford  was 
leaving  the  employ  of  the  University.  The 
total  resources  of  the  cooperative  film 
venture  now  totaled  about  one-hundred 
sixty  titles  of  silentfilms,  about  one-half 
of  which  were  given  to  the  film  library 
by  various  industries.  The  cooperative 
feature  was  not  proving  to  be  satisfactory 
to  the  member  schools.  As  might  have 
been  supposed,  there  were  no  quotas  im- 
posed on  the  members  as  to  the  number 
of  films  they  might  withdraw;  and,  conse- 
quently, the  schools  which  were  nearest 
to  University  High  School  were  able  to  use 
the  films  frequently,  while  schools  farther 
away  were  able  to  use  them  in  a  decreas- 
ing proportion  of  frequency.  The  lack  of 
provision  for  money  to  be  used  in  paying 
salaries  or  wages  to  individuals  who  would 
be  booking,  shipping,  receiving,  inspecting 
and  repairing  films  was  another  obstacle 
to  the  cooperative  feature.  Furthermore, 
no  provision  had  been  made  for  money  to 
be  used  in  the  purchase  of  records,  sta- 
tionary and  publication  of  a  film  catalog. 
In  summation,  the  cooperative  feature, 
although  it  enjoyed  a  widely  publicized 
start,  was  now  disintegrating  because  it 
had  not  focused  an  eye  on  the  future  and, 
consequently,  lacked  the  necessary  re- 
quisites of  such  a  film  distributing  organi- 
zation. 

A  number  of  schools,  which  at  an 
earlier  time  had  deposited  films  in  order 
to  become  a  member  of  the  cooperative 
venture,  were  now  withdrawing  because 
it  v/as  practically  impossible  for  them  to 
get  any  films,  not  to  mention  those  they 
wanted.    Too,  many   of  the  films  were  in 
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very  poor  physical  condition.  Records  in 
the  Visual  Aids  Service  were  not  of  the 
kind  that  were  too  dependable,  and  fre- 
quently schools  were  asked  to  return  a 
film  which  had  been  returned  weeks  be- 
fore. In  view  of  all  of  these  circumstan- 
ces, an  immediate  change  in  the  method 
of  the  film  operation  was  deemed  advisa- 
ble. Therefore,  with  the  appointment  of 
a  new  supervisor,  a  study  was  made  to 
determine  what  could  be  done  to  salvage 
the  features  worth  saving  of  the  old  co- 
operative film  activity. 

Two  other  events  happened,  at  this 
time,  which  indeed  darkened  the  outlook 
for  the  infant  film  service.  One  was  the 
request  of  University  High  School  that  the 
cloakroom  be  vacated.  Meager  as  that 
space  was,  it  served  as  an  address  and  a 
roof.  However,  it  so  happened  that  at  this 
time  the  University  had  purchased  some 
nearby  dwelling  houses  to  use  as  student 
rooming  houses.  One  of  them  was  not 
considered  suitable  for  rooming  house 
occupancy  because  termites  had  started 
eating  away  the  floor  supports.  So,  the 
puny  Visual  Aids  Service  was  permitted 
to  move  into  the  sub-marginal  building 
for  a  temporary  period  of  time.  Several 
days  after  that  arrangement  was  made, 
Mr.  Peterson,  with  the  help  of  one  high 
school  student  and  a  wheelbarrow,  moved 
all  the  physical  effects  of  the  film  library 
to  this  frame  building.  The  other  oc- 
curence, which  was  also  very  serious  in 
nature,  was  the  discovery  of  a  heavy  debt 
incurred  by  the  film  operation.  Money 
had  to  be  expended  to  do  some  necessary 
mimeographing  and  printing.  Film  in- 
spection work  costsmoney.  As  no  funds 
had  been  provided  for  this  work,  postage 
funds  and  film  purchase  money  had  been 
used.  The  result  was  obvious--the  film 
cooperative  was  bankrupt. 

A  decision  was  made,  after  looking 
over  prevailing  circumstances  including 
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the  dissatisfaction  that  the  various  mem- 
bers had  with  the  cooperative  enterprise, 
to  completely  abandon  the  cooperative 
feature  and  organize  a  film  service  on  a 
fee  paying  basis.  This  action  was  taken 
and  the  results  of  the  first  year  of  opera- 
tion were  quite  gratifying.  Films  were 
now  more  readily  available  to  the  patron 
who  desired  them.  And,  it  made  no  dif- 
ference whether  the  patron  resided  in 
Champaign  County,  in  Cook  County  or  in 
Williamson  County.  All  in  all,  the  change 
was  most  welcome. 

The  real  physical  growth  of  the  Visual 
Aids  Service  can  be  dated  from  the  time 
the  cooperative  plan  was  abandoned  and 
the  fee-paying  plan  was  put  into  operation. 
At  the  time  the  cooperative  plan  was  dis- 
continued, as  previously  remarked,  the 
total  resources  of  the  film  library  con- 
sisted of  approximately  one  hundred  sixty 
titles  of  silent  film.  After  only  a  few 
months  of  operation  under  the  revised 
set-up,  it  was  possible  to  expand  the 
number  of  films  held  by  the  film  service 
to  the  point  that  sixty  sound  titles  were 
added  and  a  number  of  additional  silent 
prints  were  also  purchased.  This  seems 
meager,  indeed,  in  comparison  to  the 
present  time  when  many  school  systems 
are  making  initial  purchases  of  films  with 
the  purpose  of  starting  a  local  film  li- 
brary, which  frequently  exceed  the  total 
resources  of  the  University's  film  library 
at  that  time. 

The  growth  pattern  has  been  rather 
steady  with  the  exception  of  the  inter- 
ruption caused  by  the  war  years.  By  1940 
the  Visual  Aids  Service  had  outgrown  the 
frame  house,  and  it  was  moved  to  713-| 
South  Wright  Street.  This  move  required 
a  truck  and  a  crew  of  men  working  for 
more  than  a  day.  At  the  present,  the  film 
resources  of  the  University  number  over 
two  thousand  different  title s--more  of 
which,  of  course,  are  sound  films.     Many 
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new  films  are  added  almost  on  an  auto- 
matic basis  as  they  become  available 
from  the  producers .  Finally,  the  amount 
of  information  about  film  utilization  and 
equipment  is  far  greater  than  it  was  in 
those  early  days.

Housing 
space   was  provided   by  the    University's 
Housin;   Division,  Stanley  Rahn in  charge; 
and  regie  iration and  housing  assignments 
were  worked  out  and  supervised  by  Robert 
Newton  and   functioned  under   the  active 
direction  of  Walt  Krumsiek. 

The  two  day's  work  came  to  a  close 
with  an  inter-clinic  concert  by  the  three 
groups.

HEALTH  CHAIRMAN  BACK  TO  SCHOOL 

Arthur  Kinzer,  Health  Supervisor  of 
Cunningham  Township,  is  back  in  school 
again;  however,  it  is  not  an  unusual  ex- 
perience for  him. 

Kinzer,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Health  of  the  Champaign-Urbana  Public 
Health  District,  is  enrolled  in  the  DUE 
dairy  husbandry  course  to  learn  the  facts 
about  milk  sanitation. 

Several  years  ago,  in  order  to  fit  him- 
self better  for  his  duties  as  a  township 
supervisor,  he  took  a  semester's  course 
in  public  assistance  under  Professor  E. 
E.  Klein,  fojrmer  tL  of  I.  social  welfare 
adi  ministration  authority  who  is  now  at 
Louisiana  State  University. 

Kinzer  is  not  the  only  public  official 
enrolled  in  the  dairy  course.  His  class- 
mates include  the  commissioner  of  public 
health  and  safety  of  the  city  of  Danville , 
and  LesteriCemp,  milk  Sanitarian  for  the 
local  public  health  district. 

Each  of  the  local  dairy  plants  has  at 
least  one  representative  in  the  16-week 
course  which  meets  every  Thursday  eve- 
ning for  two  hours.  Professor  Harry 
Pyenson  is  the  instructor. 

'"It's  quite  an  interesting  course  for 
me,  ■'  Kinzer  commented.  "I've  been 
around  persons  who  were  talking  about 
milk  sanitation  problems,  and  it's  nice  to 
know  what  it's  all  about." 

Kinzer  and  Howard  McGuire,  of  the 
Illinois  Department  of  Public  Health, 
helped  to  interest  University  authorities 
in  setting  up  the  course.  The  board  of 
health  chairman  believes  it  will  be  of 
assistance  to  local  dairies  in  complying 
with  the  new  grade-A  milk  laws  recently 
put  into  effect  in  both  cities. 


Periodic  tests  and  a  final  examination 
are  part  of  the  course,  following  which 
the  instructor  will  award  certificates  of 
evaluation.  Supervisor  Kinzer  seems 
able  to  hold  his  own  in  his  back-to- school 
activities  as  he  had  a  grade  of  "B"  in  the 
public  assistance  course,  and  recently 
scored  90  in  an  examination  in  the  current 
course.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION  INSTITUTE 

Much  interest  was  shown  in  the  pro- 
gram of  the  Health  Education  Institute 
held  at  the  UniversityiBranch  Campus  in 
Galesburg  last  week,  January  13,  14,  and 
15.  The  Institute's  chief  purpose  was  to 
develop  a  unit  in  Mental  Hygiene  to  be 
taught  within, the  regular  college  Hygiene 
course. 

Among  a  number  of  psychiatrists  par- 
ticipating in  a  panel  discu&sion  were: 
Dr.  Rudolph  G.Novick.MedicalJDirector, 
Illinois  Society  for  Mental  Hygiene;  Dr. 
John  P.  Spiegel,  Chief  of  Psychiatric 
Clinic,  Michael  Reese  Hospital,  Chicago; 
Dr::,  L.  William  Earleyand  Joel  Handler, 
College  of  Medicine,  University  of  Illi- 
nois; and  Drs. Bryant  Wedge  and  William 
Beadenkopf,  Health  Service  Department, 
University  of  Chicago. 

Another  panel,  composed  of  psycholo- 
gists, included:  Dean  C.  M.  Louttit, 
Galesburg  Division,  University  of  Illinois; 
Dr.  Helen  Shacter,  Northwestern  Uni- 
versity; Dr.  Phyllis  Whitman,  Elgin  State 
Hospital;  Dr.  Lester  Kirkendall,  speci- 
alist in  family  life  Education,  University 
YMCA;  Drs.  Samuel  A.  Kirk  and  Frank 
H.  Finch,  College  of  Education,  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois. 

Following  the  panel  discussions,  the 
program  was  divided  into  four  sections 
for  the  primary  purpose  of  using  the 
suggestions  and  materials  presented  by 
the  psychiatrists  and  psychologists  in  the 
procedure  of  organizing  the  unit  in  Mental 
Hygiene. 

Preliminary   guide    posts   were  pre- 
sented to  these    groups   by  educators  Al- 
goeth.  Olson,  Frank  A.  Beu,  Samuel  Kirk, 
Wanda  Gum  and  Lester  Kirkendall.    The 
problem  was  divided  into  four  phases: 


( 1 )  What  are  the  basic  human  needs  ? 

(2)  Obstacles  which  prevent  us  from 

satisfying  these  needs. 

(3)  Conflicts  which  re  suit  from  meet- 

ing these  obstacles. 

(4)  Methods  by  which  we   adjust    to 
these  conflicts. 

Throughout  the  Institute, the  four  groups 
came  together  in  one  body  and  exchanged 
ideas,  problems,  and  reported  their  pro- 
gress. 

Further  study  will  be  given  to  this 
problem  and  attempts  will  be  made  to  set 
up  a  tentative  unit  which  will  be  experi- 
mented with  in  various  colleges.  Reports 
of  these  experiments  will  be  made  to  the 
next  Institute,  which  will  be  held  on  the 
Urbana  campus  next  July. 

DEATH  OF  HENRY  E.  MEDBERY

BUSY  TIME  IN  THE  FIELD 

Bob    Newton,    Robert    Osborne     and 
Tunis  Dekkerare  mustering  all  available 
assistance  in  their  efforts  to  complete  the 
organization  and  registration  of  Extension 
classes  for  the  present  semester  in  their 
respective  areas.

SHORT  COURSE  IN  QUINCY 


OSBORNE  WORKING  ON  REAL  ESTATE 
CURRICULUM 

As  a  result  of  the  course,  Principles 
of  Real  Estate,  given  by  the  University  in 
cooperation  with  the  East  St.  Louis  Real 
Estate  Board  last  year,  considerable  in- 
terest has  beenaroused  by  local  and  na- 
tional association  officials  in  future 
possibilities  of  such  courses.

Os- 
borne and  Byron,  together  with  the  Vice- 
President  of  the  Eighth  Real  Estate,  have 
"been  surveying  course  outlines  of  the  Na- 
tional Association  as  wellas  offerings  "by 
other    universities.      It    is    their     belief 
that  a   curriculum    in  Real  Estate  can  be 
worked  oo.t    that  will   fit  a   pressing  need 
and  have  far-reaching  effect  in  the  State. 
DUE   plans  to   work   closely  with    Busi- 
ness Management   Service    in  attempting 
to  organize  a  practical  program.

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REPORT  ON  UNION  HEALTH 
CONFERENCE 

More  than  150  persons—representa- 
tives of  unions,  management,  the  medical 
profession,  public  health  services,  in- 
surance companies  and  others- -attended 
the  Conference  on  Union  Health  Programs 
at  the  Gale sburg  campus  February  3  and 
4.  The  conference  was  conducted  by  the 
Institute  of  Labor  and  Industrial  Relations , 
Division  of  Social  Welfare  Administration, 
College  of  Medicine,  in  cooperation  with 
DUE. 

Highlights  of  the  two-day  program 
were  a  panel  discussion  on  "How  Should 
Medical  Care  Be  Provided?"  in  which 
outstanding  experts  in  the  field  explored 
various  phases  of  this  controversial 
issue;  and  a  talk  by  Dr.  Franz  Goldmann, 
of  Harvard,  on  "Appraisal  of  Various 
Union-Sponsored  Health  Programs."  Other 
sessions  dealt  with  explanations  of  the 
types  of  available  health  programs,  and 
special  problems  such  as  collective  bar- 
gaining and  legal  aspects,  intra-union 
health  education,  and  the  unions"  relations 
with  community  health  programs. 

Most  frequent  comment  of  those  at- 
tending the  conference  was  that  the  ses- 
sions had  giventhem  a  much  broader  per- 
spective on  health  programs  generally,  in 
addition  to  presenting  objective  methods 
by  which  their  own  problems  could  be 
more  intelligently  analyzed.  One  delegate 
commented,  "The  University  is  perform- 
ing a  real  service  to  the  people  of  Illi- 
nois in  offering  conferences  such  as  this 
one."

Adult  Education  is  on  the  move  all 
over  the  country.  According  to  national 
surveys  and  spot  checks,  forty  million 
adults  and  out-of-school  youth  would  like 
to  continue  their  education  in  some  form. 

Enrollment  of  adults  has  doubled  and 
tripled  in  many  communitie  s  since  the  end 
of  the  War.  In  a  few  places  where  a  wide 
variety  of  learning  activities  have  been 
made  available,  under  competent  leader- 
ship, at  convenient  locations,  on  flexible 
time  schedules,  already  more  adults  are 
involved  in  systematic  learning  than  the  re 
are  youngsters  in  day  school.  Local 
school  systems,  junior  colleges  and  com- 
munity institutes,  extension  divisions  of 
universities,  and  many  other  agencies 
are  trying  harder  than  ever  to  help  adults 
learn  what  they  want  to  learn  and  need 
to  learn. 

Adult  Needs  are  Varied 

It  seems  that  adults  want  and  need  to 
learn  nearly  everything  under  the  sun. 

They  want  to  learn  better  ways  of 
raising  children  and  of  living  happily  in 
families. 

They  want  to  learn  more  creative 
ways  of  utilizing  their  leisure  time. 

They  want  expert  guidance  and  infor- 
mation in  making  decisions  about  future 
education  plans,  vocational  adjustment, 
and  personal  problems. 

Many  need  and  want  to  acquire  the 
basic  skills  of  reading,  writing,  and  arith- 
metic— millions  of  our  adults  are  still 
illiterate. 

They  want  to  improve  their  vocational 
efficiency. 


They  want  to  make  wiser  use  of  their 
money  and  energy. 

They  want  to  build  better  communi- 
ties, to  keep  up  with  civic  affairs,  to  have 
a  hand  in  creating  a  peaceful  world. 

People  Learn  by  Doing 

All  of  these  things  require  learning. 
Some  can  be  learned  in  a  classroom. 
Evening  schools  are  expanding,  but  much 
adult  education  overflows  the  bounds  of 
evening  school.  People  learn  by  doing — 
by  tackling  their  own  problems,  by  think- 
ing, reading,  discussing  and  solving  them. 
Consequently  modern  programs  of  adult 
education  are  developing  into  community 
programs. 

Many  organizations  in  a  community 
team  together,  look  at  their  community, 
define  their  problems ,  call  in  outside  help 
if  necessary,  plan  a  program  of  action, 
and  carry  it  out.  In  the  process  they  learn 
how,  and  they  make  their  communities 
better  places  in  which  to  live. 

The  Next  Episode  in  Education 


Adult  education  is  growing  along  these 
lines  in  California,  Iowa,  Kentucky,  New 
Jersey,  Michigan,  New  York,  Wisconsin, 
Indiana,  and  a  number  of  other  states. 

Higher  education  started  soon  after 
the  thirteen  colonies  were  settled.  The 
common  schools  got  their  great  boost 
under  the  leadership  of  Horace  Mann  over 
a  century  ago.  High  schools  grew  most 
rapidly  in  the  half  century  prior  to  1930. 
Community  adult  education- -the  fourth 
part  of  American education--will take  on 
its  unique  characteristics  within  the  next 
generation.

Labor  Legislation,  Industrial  Psy- 
chology, and  Personnel  Management  were 
offered  city-wide  in  Chicago  for  the  spring 
semester.  The  enrollment  in  these 
classes  was  both  encouraging  and  dis- 
couraging. Labor  Legislation  and  Indus- 
trial Psychology  did  not  meet  the  mini- 
mum enrollment  requirements ,  therefore 
they  were  cancelled.  Approximately 
eighteen  business  firms  and  labor  organi- 
zations are  represented  in  the  Personnel 
Management  class.

(In  the  Past) 

A  year-end  summary  by  the  Illinois 
civil  service  commission  shows  that 
more  than  9000  state  employees  have 
taken  in-service  training  since  the  pro- 
gram began  in  1943,  and  that  460  of  these 
have  taken  courses  offered  through  the 
University  extension. 

A  total  of  6886  employees  have  taken 
conference  training  in  human  relations 
(supervision)  and  public  relations  offered 
principally  at  state  welfare  institutions. 
The  remaining  1518  have  taken  non-credit 
short  courses.

More  than  140  state  employees  have 
enrolled  for  the  in-service  training 
classes  being  sponsored  by  the  Illinois 
civil  service  commission  this  semester. 
Registration  in  classes  offered  through 
the  University  Extension  are  as  follows:

The  program  this  year 
has  been  extensively  designed  toward 
assisting  the  personnel  of  the  smaller 
industries  of  Illinois  in  their  safety  pro- 
blems as  well  as  those  of  the  large  in- 
dustries. 

A  few  of  the  subjects  for  discussion 
will  include  Fundamental  Controls  for 
Accident  Prevention,  Use  of  Visual  Aids 
in  Training  for  Safety,  Mechanical  Safe- 
guarding, Appreciation  of  Safety  Codes 
to  Industry,  Control  of  Human  Behavior, 
Discovery  and  Control  of  Occupational 
Disease  Problems  and  How  to  Analyze 
and  Use  Accident  Cost  Figures. 

INSURANCE  SHORT  COURSE 

Arrangements  are  complete  for  the 
first  week's  session  of  the  four-part  In- 
surance Short  Course  to  be  conducted  by 
BMS  and  DUE  on  the  Galesburg  campus 
in  cooperation  with  the  Illinois  Associ- 
ation of  Insurance  Agents.

SALES  TRAINING  CLASS  IN  BEMENT 

Robert  G.  Seymour,  Instructor  of 
Marketing  in  the  College  of  Commerce, 
has  the  Berne nt  Sales  Training  Program 
which  began  February  1,  in  full  swing, 
The  program,  initiated  by  BMSas  part  of 
its  community  merchants  training  plan, 
consists  of  8  weekly  meetings  of  2  hours 
each,  to  present  and  discuss  sales  methods 
to  raise  the  efficiency  level  of  salespeople 
in  Bement  stores.

SANITARY  ENGINEERS  CONFERENCE 

The     Water      Treatment      Operators 
Short  Course    being   offered   by  the  State 
Sanitary  Water  Board,  University  of  Illi- 
nois, and  the  Department  of  Civil  Engin- 
eering in  cooperation  with  the  DUE  opened 
with    21   men   registering   in  the  Sanitary 
Engineering  Laboratory  Monday  morning, 
March  21.    This    short   course    continued 
through   Friday,   March    25.      The    group 
held  a  luncheon  each  noon  at  the  University 
YMCA.    These  luncheons  served  also  as 
a  round  table  discussion  period  concern- 
ing lectures  on  the  program. 

Starting  March  28,  a  group  of  Sewage 
Plant  Operators  will  register  in  the  Sani- 
tary Engineering  Laboratory  for  a  similar 
five-day  short  course  ,  but  the  field  cover- 
ed will  be  Sewage  Treatment  Works  Oper- 
ation. Twenty- two  pre  registrants  have 
been  approved  by  State  Department  of 
Public  Health  to  attend  this  course. 

H.  E.  Babbitt,  Professor  of  Sanitary 
Engineering,  University  of  Illinois,  is  co- 
ordinator of  these  short  courses.  Walter 
Krumsiek  of  DUE  is  assisting  with  the 
many  details  of  the  two  courses. 

RETAIL  SELLING  CLASSES 

As  a  result  of  community- wide  clinics 
conducted  by  Business  Management  Ser- 
vice for  retailers  through  Chambers  of 
Commerce  in  Cairo  and  Clinton,  four 
extramural  classes  in  "Salesmanship" 
have    developed   for   the   two  areas.

SPEECH,  DEBATE  AND  DRAMATIC 
FESTIVAL 

The  Speech  Aid  Service  of  the  Division 
of  University  Extension  is  very  busily  en- 
gaged in  the  multitudinous  details  of  pre- 
paring for  the  State  Finals  Speech  and  De- 
bate Tournament  and  Dramatics  Festival 
to  be  held  here  on  the  campus  Friday  and 
Saturday,  April  1  and  2. 

These  finals  are  a  combination  of  a 
state-wide  series  of  speech  contests  con- 
ducted by  the  Illinois  High  School  Associ- 
ation. The  Division  of  University  Exten- 
sion annually  cooperates  with  the  Associ- 
ation by  administering  the  finals  of  the 
series . 

District  contests  were  held  at  various 
centers  throughout  the  state  on  February 
26.  Winners  from  the  district  contest 
competed  in  six  sectional  contests  on 
March  12.  First  and  second-place  winners 
in  the  sectional  contest  are  advanced  to 
the  finals.  Fifty- six  schools  have  quali- 
fied contestants  to  participate  in  the 
finals.  Seventy-two  contestants  will  com- 
pete in  the  six  individual  events;  forty- 
eight  debaters  will  participate  in  the 
three  rounds  of  debate  upon  the  question 
"Resolve  that  the  United  Nations  Should 
Be  United  Into  a  Federal  World  Govern- 
ment" ;  and  ninety  students  will  participate 
in  twelve  plays. 

In  making  preparations  for  these 
events,  Dr  Garvey  and  his  staff  are  having 
the  whole-hearted  cooperation  of  the 
Speech  Department  of  the  University  of 
Illinois  headed  by  Dr.  Karl  Wallace. 
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A  PHILOSOPHY  OF  ADULT  EDUCATION 

Certainly,  adult  education  is  not  new. 
Although  an  increasing  number  of  pro- 
fessional articles,  pamphlets  and  books 
have  been  written  about  the  subject  during 
the  last  decade,  adult  education,  in  its 
various  methods  or  presentation,  has  ac- 
companied the  forward  movement  of  our 
civilization. 

Our  educational  leaders,  as  well  as 
our  nation's  citizenry,  should  strive  to 
develop  a  philosophy  of  adult  education 
which  is  meaningful,  practical,  and  ac- 
ceptable throughout  the  country.  Paul 
Bergevin  expresses  a  healthy  conception 
of  the  subject  in  a  recently  published 
Purdue -Indiana  University  Bulletin.  In 
the  following  excerpts,  taken  from  the 
Bulletin,  Mr.  Bergevin  declares: 

"The   basis    of   a   program   for   adult 
e  due  at  ion  .rests    on  the  fact  that  persons 
in  a  democ  racy  from  childhood  on  must  be 
brought  to  realize   that   it  is  of  vital  im- 
portance  to  him  to  keep   alive  mentally; 
that  great  strides  have  been  made  in  the 
methods   of  mass   education;   that  he  can 
be  a   teacher    and  a    learner    at  the  same 
time,  by  contributing  his  experiences  as 
well  as  by  listening  to  and  reading  about 
those    of   others;    and   that  education  is  a 
slow,  continuous  process- -not  a  medicine 
that  can  be  taken  only  when  the  emergency 
demands  its  use. 

"Education  can  be  interesting.  The 
fact  that  many  people  reject  some  of  the 
educational  methods  that  have  been  used 
is  no  reason  for  assuming  that  they  are 
not  interested  in  the  thinking  process.  In 
all  fairness,  we  can  assume  that  some 
share  of  their  apathy  toward  adult  educa- 
tion can  be  traced  to  their  experiences  in 
grammar  school.  Their  impassive  feel- 
ing is  so  pronounced  that  education  in  in- 
dustry  often  substitutes  the  words  'con- 


ference room'  and  'leader'  for  'classroom' 
and  'teacher,'  and  an  easel  for  a  black- 
board.    Because   the   easel  (which  often 
falls  over)  is  more  convenient  or  efficient 
than  a  blackboard?     Because  the  employ- 
ees are    better    educated   if  they  are  in  a 
conference  room  under  the  direction  of  a 
conference  leader  instead  of  in  a  school- 
room with  a    teacher?      Obviously,    no. 
Many  adults  fear  the  schoolroom  as  they 
used  to  fear  goblins  when  they  were  chil- 
dren.   They  had   '  one  shot  of  that  stuff  and 
that's  enough.' 

'  'The  urgency  of  a  particular  situation 
may  demand  that  a  great  number  of  people 
be  enlightened  on  an  issue  in  a  very  short 
time.     People    can  be   trained  to  think  a 
certain  way  in  a  relatively  short  time  ,  but 
they  are  trained ,  not  educated.    Even  if  the 
same  conclusion  is  reached  by  those  who 
are  educated  as  by  those  who  have  been 
trained,    the   advantage    is    abviously    in 
favor  of  those  who  have  had  the  opportun- 
ity to  think  their  own  way  through  a  prob- 
lem rather  than  of  those  who  have  had  the 
problem  answered  for  them.    To  achieve 
true    education  people   must  have  a  con- 
tinuous   opportunity  attractively  put  be- 
fore them  for  learning,  first,  about  things 
which   concern  them   personally.     Then, 
later,  as  their  horizons  expand  they  will 
create  for  themselves  the  opportunity  to 
see  their  relationships  to  broader  things, 
to  ideas   beyond   their   former    sphere  of 
interest. 

"Like  some  present  concepts  of  ato- 
mic energy,  some  individuals  believe  that 
adult  education  is  the  answer  to  all  pro- 
blems and  can  be  'dishedout,'  when  neces- 
sary, for  enlightening  public  opinion. 
Certainly  an  analogy  can  be  drawn  be- 
tweenthe  released  energy  of  the  atom  and 
adult  education  in  that  both  can  be  dan- 
gerous or  -beneficial,  according  to  the 
purposes  for  vhifch  they  are  used. 
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"Adult  education   cannot  be  effective 
if  used  only  in  a  crisis.     It  must  be  a  con- 
tinuing process  that  reaches  as  many  peo- 
ple as   possible    and  helps   them  to  think 
effectively.  The  ability  to  synthesize  does 
not    come    about    overnight    because    an 
urgent  situation  happens  to  arise,  but  is 
the    result    of    thinking,    observing,    and 
studying.     If  individuals  have  not  learned 
to  think  pruposefully,  it  is  highly  impro- 
bable that  they  will  formulate  intelligent 
mass  opinions  after   a  short  course  or  a 
series  of  courses  or  a  quick  revival  of  a 
general  program  of  adult  education. 

"Most  educators  agree  that  learning 
to  think  in  this  sense  is  not  an  automatic 
process,   but  is   an   accomplishment   re- 
sulting from  effort  and  direction,  and  that 
very  few  if  any  persons  have  reached  any- 
thing like  their  full  capacity.     People  can- 
not be  helped   to  think  through  problems 
for  themselves— to   be  able  to  weigh  and 
evaluate  and   come  to  an  intelligent  con- 
clusion—unless they  are  what  is  referred 
to  as  educated.  A  line  of  distinction  should 
be  drawn  here  between  an  educated  person 
and   a    'schooled'    individual.    The  words 
are   not   necessarily   synonymous.     Most 
schooling  is  completed  when  one  is  gradu- 
ated, but  education  takes  a  long  time.  Some 
form  of  it  continues  throughout  life.    The 
development  of  the  ability  to  offer  sound 
opinion  requires  time  and  cannot  be  sum- 
moned  in  an  urgent    situation  any  more 
than  an  oak  tree  could  be  forced  to  grow 
quickly  because   the  mill  had  some  rush 
orders  for  oak  lumber.    .   .   . 

"Adult  education  can  be  a  means  for 
the  dissemination  Of  the  grossest  sort  of 
propaganda  to  the  individual  who  does  not 
believe  in  the  particular  ideas  which  are 
being  promulgated.  Adult  education  can 
be  an  inlightening  force  for  truth  to 
those  who  see  truth  through  an  entirely 
different  set  of  standards.  In  any  case, 
adult  education  which  we  have  interpreted 


as  the  development  of  the  adult  mind  is  a 
powerful  force  provided  it  is  an  integrated 
whole  anc  rota  conglomerate  assortment 
of  ideas  v.  Lch  lead  to  no  common  goal. 
Even  unplanned  adult  education  can  be  a 
powerful  force,  but  often  it  is  a  movement 
toward  further  chaos  rather  than  toward 
order  in  adult  thinking. 

,n"  Primarily  then,  the  whole  move, 
of  adult  education  in  America  mvsc  :joi 
to  that  which  people  here  have  been  ta 
to  think  is    good   and  desirable,  to  ideais 
which   have    been    substantiated    througn 
thousands  of  years  of  development.  .   .   . 

"The    danger    of    oversimplification 
should  be  avoided  in  any  field  of  endeavor , 
but   particularly   in   one   which   covers   a 
wide  area  and  is  diversified.    It  is  neces- 
sary sometimes  to  make  arbitrary  classi- 
fications in   order   to  attain  a  semblance 
of  system   and  thereby  to   enable  an  ob- 
server to  bring  into  perspective  a  group 
of    related   factors.    Adult   education   in- 
volves a  number  of  types  of  activity  which 
for  clarification  are    sometimes  broadly 
classified  as  either  vocational  or  general: 
those  which  contribute  toward  a  livelihood, 
and  those  directed  toward  broader  inter- 
ests  beyond   vocational    pursuits.     Some 
observers  find  this  classification  difficult, 

but  others  find  it  convenient. 

'The  vocational  part  of  adult  education 
is  primarily  concerned  with  the  develop- 
ment of  new  skills  and  knowledge  in  those 
persons  who  wish  to  change  their  occu- 
pations; with  the  re-training  of  people  who 
have  been  out  of  their  chosen  occupation 
and  wish  to  return  to  it;  and  with  famil- 
iarizing the  trained  worker  in  the  home, 
farm,  office  and  factory  with  the  latest 
trends  and  developments  in  his  particular 
field. 

"The  other, the  general  type  of  adult 
education,  involves  an  effort  to  assist  the 
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adult  learner  to  appraise,  weigh,  or  eval- 
uate ideas  and  facts    of  a  social  and  cul- 
tural nature.      Some    observers   believe 
that  this  type  is  indeterminate  in  chara- 
cter, not  based  on  a  Series    of  rules  that 
can  be  learned  and  applied,  but  rather  on 
a  body   of   information  which   is    open  to 
constant   challenge    and    alteration.      An 
example    of    this    is   the   body  of    social 
customs  followed  by  man  because  of  habit , 
folklore,  and  even  superstition.     What  is 
correct  politically  for  one  group  is  con- 
sidered the  antithesis  by  another.    In  re- 
ligion the  road  to  salvation  is  interpreted 
in  many  ways   by  as  many   groups  of  be- 
lievers.   All  these  variations  of  customs, 
habits,  beliefs  in  politics,  religion,  social 
contacts,  philosophies,  and  cultural  acti- 
vities give  rise  to  controversy  and  some- 
times   confusion.      Since    interpretations 
vary,  both  the    individual   and  the  groups 
are  often  confounded.     The  individual  has 
several  choices  he  can  make:     (1)  he  can 
be  told  what  to  do,   believe  it,   and  do  it; 
(2)  he  can  study  and  attempt  to  glean  the 
best,  and  adjust  himself  through  his  own 
knowledge  to  living  in  our  complex  society, 
and  (3)  he  can  do  nothing  relative  to  think- 
ing  and    making    a    contribution    toward 
better  living.   .   .   . 

"It  is  difficult,  sometimes,  to  differ- 
entiate between  vocational  and  general 
adult  education,  largely  because  voca- 
tional is  as  broad  and  indefinable  a  term 
as  "general.  It  is  often  pointed  out  that 
what  is  vocational  for  one  person  is 
general  for  another;  what  is  general  for 
one  person  is  vocational  for  another.  Both 
types  are  obviously  necessary,  for  the 
complete  education  of  an  individual  and  to 
compare  relative  values  in  terms  of  which 
is  better  seems  as  futile  as  comparing  the 
relative  value  of  the  left  and  right  legs  of 
a  normal  person. 

"A  student  who  plans  to  be  a  profes- 
sional historian  or  a  teacher  of  history  is 
preparing  for  a  vocation  just  as  surely  as 


an  apprentice  who  is  learning  a  trade.  But, 
for  the  student  of  histo: :-,  who  takes  a 
course  in  electricity  for  general  informa- 
tion, or  the  electrician  apprentice  who 
takes  a  history  course  for  the  same  pur- 
pose, such  study  maybe  considered  as 
general  education.  Rather  than  point  out 
specific  subjects  as  vocational  Or  generaL, 
it  is  probably  more  accurate  to  determine 
the  purpose  for  which  the  work  is  under- 
taken, and  then  classify  the  subject.' ' 

Mr.  Bergevin  summarizes  his  com- 
ments as  follows:  "Adult  education  in  a 
democracy  should  point  to  broadening  the 
horizons  of  its  citizens  in  social,  cultural, 
vocational,  and  physical  areas  in  order  to 
maintain  and  further  develop:  (a)  an  in- 
telligent electorate,  (b)  a  healthy  and  happy 
citizenry,  (c)  vocationally  competent 
workers,  (d)  a  broader  cultural  base  for 
all,  (e)  an  under  standing  of  our  rights  and 
responsibilities  and  those  of  our  fellow 
men."

Dean  Browne  sent  out  a  formal  an- 
nouncement a  few  weeks  ago  stating  that 
the  understanding  was  the  freshman  cen- 
ters were  emergencies  from  which  the 
University  expected  to  withdraw  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment.  These  centers 
began  operating  in  the  fall  of  1946. 

After  careful  consideration  by  a  num- 
ber of  members  of  the  University's  ad- 
ministrative staff,  it  was  agreed  that  the 
time  has  come  for  such  notice  of  with- 
drawal, effective  at  the  close  of  the  pre- 
sent school  year. 

Walt  Krumsiek  has  been  directed  to 
make  all  final  plans  for  closing  the  cen- 
ters by  making  sure  that  all  their  records 
coincided  with  those  in  our  office  and  that 
they  be  kept  available  for  any  question 
that  might  arise  after  the  transfer  of  6,000 
records,  which  Mrs.  HelenDavis  is  trans- 
ferring to  the  Recorder's  Office. 

Students  who  attended  these  centers 
during  1946-47  are  required  to  fill  out  re- 
admittance  blanks,  and  succeeding  stu- 
dents must  apply  for  admission  to  the 
University  in  the  same  manner  as  others 
seeking  admission.  Centers  operating 
this  semester  are:  Danville,  Elgin,  May- 
wood,  Moline,  Rockford  (West),  Spring- 
field and  Waukegan.

Dean  Browne  is  a  member  of  a  panel  to 
discuss  "The  Group  Process  in  Adult 
Education." 
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UNIVERSITY  EXTENSION  PROGRAM 
EXPANDS 

Dean  Browne  recently  announced  that 
by  the  end  of  the  present  school  year  ap- 
proximately 13,000  students  will  have  en- 
rolled in  the  educational  program  ad- 
ministered by  the  Division  of  University 
Extension. 

According  to  the  Division's  records, 
onMarch28,  10,842  students  had  enrolled 
in  extramural  classes,  short  courses, 
conferences  and  correspondence  courses 
since  the  beginning  of  the  year.  By  the 
time  the  Division's  calendar  is  cleared 
on  June  30,  it  is  estimated  that  in  excess 
of  2,000  additional  students  will  have  en- 
rolled. 

New  classes,  conferences,  and  short 
courses  are  opened  continually  if  suffi- 
cient interest  is  discovered  and  if  in- 
structors are  available,  declared  the 
Dean. 

Approximately  320  U.  of  I.  faculty 
members  have  participated  in  the  instruc- 
tional program  administered  by  the  DUE 
in  conjunction  with  the  several  colleges, 
departments,  institutes  and  other  subject- 
matter  agencies  in  the  University. 

Extramural  classes  are  open  to  all 
who  can  qualify,  except  students  residing 
and  attending  school  at  the  University. 
College  credit  is  confined  chief ly  to  cour- 
ses in  education,  political  science,  physi4- 
cal  education,  social  welfare  and  library 
science. 

Short  courses  and  conferences,  last- 
ing from  one  day  to  a  month,  are  offered 
primarily  as  a  service  to  business,  in- 
dustry, and  labor.  They  are  often  de- 
signed to  meet  a  specific  need  and  college 
credit  is  seldom  given. 

These     conferences    can    almost    be 


compared  with  conventions,  and  partici- 
pants are  generally  sent  by  their  organi- 
zations. "However,"  the  Dean  remarked, 
"we  are  continually  surprised  by  the  num- 
ber coming  on  their  own." 

The  DUE's  Visual  Aids  Service  will 
have  shipped,  by  June  3  0,  more  than 
55,000  films  since  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  Almost  all  of  these  films  will  have 
gone  to  schools  within  the  State. 

In  addition  to  the  se  functions ,  the  DUE 
engages  in  a  large  number  of  service  acti- 
vities, including: 

1.  Music  Extension,  a  program  de- 
signed to  foster  an  improvement  in  music 
education  in  the  public  schools,  as  well 
as  in  industry,  agriculture  and  other  adult 
groups.  The  section  of  Music  Extension 
conducts  clinics  and  workshops,  also 
works  with  and  provides  leadership  to 
music  teachers'  organizations,  and,  in 
addition,  publishes  bulletins  of  general 
interest  to  music  groups. 

2.  Management  of  the  high  school 
speech,  debate  and  dramatic  festival 
which  is  held  on  the  campus  annually. 

3.  Operation  of  the  University  Speak- 
ers Bureau. 

4.  Acceptance  of  requests  for,  and 
the  showing  of  many  films  to  various 
campus  organizations  each  year, 

5 .  Provision  of  private  instruction  to 
numerous  University  members  who  de- 
sire to  learn  how  to  operate  visual  aids 
devices. 

"We  are  continually  expanding,"  Dean 
Browne  concluded,  "in  an  attempt  to  meet 
the  flood  of  requests  for  University  servi- 
ces we  have  received.  We  hope  eventually 
to  be  able  to  meet  them  all."

GOOD  NONCREDIT  COMPLETION 
RECORD 

A  recent  survey  of  noncredit  extra- 
mural classes  conducted  through  DUE 
during  the  first  semester  of  this  year 
shows  a  good  percentage  of  completions. 
Of  the  2,691  enrolled  in  114  noncredit 
classes,  2,340  completed  courses  and  re- 
ceived certificate  s„  This  is  a  completion 
record  of  36.5  per  cent.  While  the  com- 
pletion record  generally  was  good,  the 
classes  for  nonacademic  employees  had 
the  lowest  percentage  in  contrast  with 
classes  for  industrial  management  groups 
which  had  the  highest  percentage. 

A  survey  was  not  made  of  our  gradu- 
ate and  undergraduate  credit  courses 
since  these  usually  show  a  completion 
record  in  excess  of  99  per  cent.

An  advanced  workshop  has  been  added 
to  the  basic  mobile  course  and  will  be 
available  if  enough  interest  is  shown  by 
those  who  took  the  course  last  year.

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ACTIVITIES  IN  LIBRARY  SCIENCE  E303 

Among  several  observations  of  inter- 
esting and  original  procedures  being  ap- 
plied in  Extension,  Scott  B.  York,  Super- 
visor of  Extension  Classes,  is  favorably 
impressed,  and  so  are  we,  with  the  way 
in  which  students  in  Miss  Marie  M.  Hos- 
tetter's  Library  Science  E303,  in  Dan- 
ville, are  attacking  problems  of  interest. 

Among  problems  pertaining  to  Li- 
brary Materials  for  Children  being  stu- 
died are: 

A.  Special  problems  of  graduate  students: 

1.  An  experiment  conducted  in  two 
classrooms  in  selecting  and  using 
library  materials  for  children  upon 
the  basis  of  the  principles  of  socio- 
metry,  (One  student,  a  principal  of 
an  elementary  school  in  Danville, 
recently  studied  these  principles 
in  a  graduate  course  on  the  Urbana 
campus.  Her  repdrts  of  progress 
promise  especially  interesting  re- 
sults in  selection  and  use,  as  well 
as  a  new  understanding  of  potential 
values  of  children's  books.) 

2.  Analysis  of  selected  basic  books  in 
child  development  for  implications 
for  the  reading  program  and  sel- 
ection of  library  materials  for  the 
primary  grades.  (Several  weeks 
after  this  study  began,  similar 
workwas  reported  by  David  H.  Rus- 


sell in  the  National  Society  for  the 
Study  of  Education  48  Yearbook: 
part  2:  Reading  in  the  elementary 
school.  1949-  During  one  of  the 
first  sessions  of  the  class,  Miss 
Hostetter  suggested  this  undertak- 
ing and  demonstrated  possibilities 
in  this  sort  of  study  of  Gesell's 
studies).  The  Russell  study  does 
not  include  selection  of  library 
materials,  however. 

3.  Selection  of  library  materials  for 
boys  in  the  fourth  grade  who  are 
not  interested  in  reading 

4„  Selection  of  reading  materials  for 
the  pre-adolescent  and  slow  reader 
to  accompany  audio- visual  mater- 
ials for  use  in  various  curricular 
projects.  (The  high  school  librar- 
ian is  working  with  the  supervisor 
of  audio-visual  education;  the 
school  librarian  has  charge  of  the 
audio-visual  program  for  the  high 
school.) 

5 .  Selection  of  library  materials  from 
elementary  books  up  to  books  for 
the  ninth  grade  to  correlate  with 
audio-visual  materials;  special 
subjects  and  fields:  biography; 
fiction;  composers,  music;  cow- 
boys. (The  student  attacking  this 
probdemis  working  with  the  super- 
visor of  audio-visual  education, 
also  a  member  of  the  class  but  not 
a  graduate  student.) 

6.  Organization  of  a  reading  program 
for  the  second  and  third  grades 
built  on  library  materials  without 
a  basic  text.  Students  want  to  de- 
velop this  particular  method  which 
was  suggested  in  another  graduate 
course  of  the  University,  Urbana. 
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7.  Selection  of  dramatic  plays  and  lit- 
erature for  pupils  of  the  upper 
grades  and  junior  high  school,  to- 
gether with  a  selection  of  library- 
materials  pertaining  to  stage  pro- 
perties and  sources  of  information 
about  plays. 

B.  Special  cooperative  problems  for  stu- 
dents in  L.S.  303  and  E303  in  Urbana 
and  Danville  (graduate  and  undergrad- 
uate ) : 

1.  A  committee  of  elementary  school 
teachers  in  Champaign  has  pre- 
pared a  buying  list  of  books  for 
children  of  various  levels  of  ma- 
turity. The  students  in  Library 
Science  3  03  and  in  E303  are  revis- 
ing the  lists  for  the  level  of  their 
future  teaching.  Eventually,  it  is 
hoped,  every  teacher  cooperating 
in  Champaign  and  Danville  will  have 
copies  of  this  list.  Miss  Margaret 
Henderson,  the  new  Director  of 
Elementary.  Education  in  Cham- 
paign, is  sponsoring. this. pro-blem. 
She  plans  to  have  supplements  pre- 
pared annually. 

2.  An  undergraduate  student  at  Dan- 
ville, who  is  assistant  art  director, 
is  testing  the  graphic  appeal  of 
children's  books  by  the  character 
of  creative  expression  the  child 
makes  after  listening  to  the  reading 
selection.  Degrees  of  incisive 
writing,  clarity,  information,  humor 
and  other  factdrs  of  library  mater- 
ials become  apparent  in  the  child's 
drawing  and  in  various  forms  of 
construction  work  and  creative 
play.  Criteria  for  children's  books 
with  examples  of  selected  library 
materials  will  result  from  this 
study,  together  with  accounts  of, 
and  selections  from,  the  creative 
work  of  the  children. 


C  .  Other  special  undergraduate  problems: 

1.  Library  materials  which  may  be 
used  in  music  instruction  in  the 
upper  grades:  stories  of  music 
and  musicians.  (By  a  teacher  of 
music  and  English.) 

2.  A  problem  in  using  library  mater- 
ials, together  with  experiences  of 
the  child  in  a  "readiness"  approach 
to  his  reading. 

3.  Construction  of  a  special  file  of 
poems,  annotated,  for  use  in  the 
fourth  grade. 

4.  Study  of  vocabulary  in  library  ma- 
terials for  children  in  the  sixth 
grade. 

5.  Several  problems  in  selection  of 
library  materials  for  children  at 
various  maturity  levels. 

6.  Work  with  parents  of  children  in 
the  third  grade,  including  the  pre- 
paration of  a  letter  to  explain  de- 
velopmental aspects  of  selection 
and  use  of  library  materials,  the 
methods  of  using  annotations  for 
these  materials,  and  a  list  of  li- 
brary materials  for  pupils  of  limi- 
ted, average  and  superior  reading 
abilities. 

7.  Library  materials  to  use  in  teach- 
ing mathematics  in  the  upper 
classes. 

8.  A  mother  of  children^  in  the  pri- 
mary grades  is  checking  all  entries 
in  the  Children's  Catalog  for  books 
in  the  school  library  now  in  pro- 
cess of  organization.  This  Catalog 
is  checked  as  a  substitute  for  a 
card  catalog  until  the  staff  has  re- 
ceived training  in  cataloging. 
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9.  Selection  of  library  materials  for 
children  "with  problems"  fre- 
quently traceable  to  home  situa- 
tions. 

10,    A    summer    reading    program    for 
children  through  the  public  library.

Two  classes  in  Retail  Salesmanship, 
taught  by  Bob  Walston,  were  recently 
completed  inCairo.  These  courses  were 
one  of  the  results  of  the  Merchants  Com- 
munity Retailing  Program  sponsored  by 
the  Cairo  Association  of  Commerce  and 
conducted  by  the  Business  Management 
Service.  Enrollees  of  the  course  were 
salespeople  from  sixteen  different  retail 
stores  and  service  agencies  whose  atten- 
dance was  sponsored  by  the  local  mer- 
chants in  conjunction  with  the  Cairo  Man- 
agement Development  Program. 


The  Division  of  General  Education, 
New  York  University,  is  conducting  a 
course  consisting  of  ten  lectures  on  the 
subject  "Managing  Personal  Funds"  for 
women.

THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  ILLINOIS  AND 
THE  STATE  COMMISSION  WORK  OUT 
AN  EXTENSIVE  PLAN  FOR  CIVIL  SER- 
VICE TRAINING1 

"Although  industry  has  (frequently) 
been  the  leader  in  educational  programs 
for  employees,  government  agencies  are 
also  beginning  to  realize  the  importance 
of  in-service  training.  The  University 
of  Illinois,  through  the  DUE,  and  the 
Illinois  Civil  Service  Commission's 
training  program,  for  example,  has  so 
far  helped  some  9,700  state  employees 
improve  their  efficiency  on  their  present 
jobs  and  prepare  for  new  positions  re- 
quiring additional  knowledge  and  skills.

Much   of  the    Illinois    program  was  pat- 
terned after  courses  offered  in  industry. 

"Approximately  7,000    employees 
(have)  participated   in  human   relations 
and  public  relations  conference  training, 
offered  principally  at  state  welfare  insti- 
tutions  and    schools.     This  adaption    of 
the  public  service  job  relations  training, 
so  highly  effective  in  industry  during  the 
war,  consists  of  five  two-hqur    sessions 
and  is  given  to  groups  of  approximately 
ten   persons.    The  students  are  hospital 
superintendents,      physicians,   psychia- 
trists, nurses,  attendants—any  employ- 
ees who   have  supervisory  responsibili- 
ties.     Other    categories    of  the   Illinois 
program:  courses  for  university  gradu- 
ate   or   undergraduate    credit  and   non- 
credit  short  courses. 

"Courses  in  industrial  psychology 
and  human  relations  and  supervision  are 
adapted  to  the  public  service  and  taught 
by  professors  from  the  University  of 
Illinois.  Non-credit  short  courses  have 
included  statistics,  public  adminis- 
tration, letter  writing,  accounting,  public 
speaking,  and  grain  inspection.  Uni- 
versity credit  classes  and  non-credit 
short  courses  are  offered  in  Springfield, 
East  St.  Louis  and  Chicago.  Additionally, 
the  university  offers  extension  classes 
in  several  other  centers  throughout  the 
state  and  attending  employees  receive 
the  same  credit  as  those  attending 
classes  sponsored  directly  by  the  Civil 
Service  Commission.  A  majority  of 
students  of  the  formal  training  take  the 
non-credit  short  courses.  These  run 
10  to  12  weeks  and  include  material  that 
is  directly  applicable  to  the  work  of  the 
employee.  Tuition  is  $3  for  each  course- 
(It  is  slightly  higher  for  University 
classes.)  Anyone  may  attend  the  non- 
credit  classes  regardless  of  previous 
training    and    experience.      The    regis-

trationfee  defrays  only  a  fraction  of  the 
cost   of  the   course    but   does   encourage 
fuller    class   participation  and    assign- 
ment preparation. 

"University   credit   classes      ordi- 
narily continue  for  16  weeks  and  require 
a    registration  fee    of    $5   for    each    se- 
mester hour  of  credit.    Instructors  from 
the  University  of  Illinois  usually  conduct 
the   credit   classes,  but  competent  state 
employees    have    taught    several    from 
time   to   time.     A    sequence    of  graduate 
courses     is     already    planned    whereby 
employees  may  work  toward  a  master's 
degree  in  political  science.  Other  gradu- 
ate   and    undergraduate    credit   classes 
are    offered    in    sociology,    psychology, 
social  welfare,    statistics,    accounting, 
and  library  science. 

"A  state-wide  training  committee 
consisting  of  representatives  of  the 
various  state  agencies  has  been  organ- 
ized to  study  training  needs  and  rec- 
ommend training  policies  and  programs. 
Members  of  this  committee  determine 
and  represent  the  needs  of  the  agencies 
and  take  back  to  their  directors  the 
information  about  training  opportunitie  s 
and  benefits. 

"The   most   recent   development    in 
the  Illinois  in-service  training  program 
is  its  workshop  conferences,  which  bring 
supervisors  from  all  over  the  state  to  a 
centralized    point,    provide    them    with 
training   materials    and    methods,     then 
have  them,  in  turn,  train  the  employees 
under  their  jurisdiction.     Last  summer 
34    chief    engineers    from   state    power 
plants   attended   a  five-day  workshop  at 
the    University  of  Illinois.    These  chief 
engineers  subsequently  conducted  train- 
ing  at   their    individual  installations  for 
232  firemen  and  stationary  engineers."

Morgantown,     West     Virginia;     Windsor, 
Canada;      Ponca      City,     Oklahoma;    and 
Albuquerque,  New  Mexico.  All  registrants 
agreed  that  it  was  one  of  the  most  concen- 
trated and  beneficial  conferences  they  had 
ever  attended. 

Registrants  attended  six  sessions  each 
day  on  credit  bureau  fundamentals,  col-

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Psychology,     Social    Welfare    Adminis- 
tration,   Accounting;    and   96  non-credit 
classes.    These    non-credit   classes   are 
in    various    field    of   interest,    including 
Dairy  Technology,    Labor  and  Industrial 
Relations,  Insurance,  Refresher  Courses 
for    Engineers,  Salesmanship,  Industrial 
Psychology,    Business    English,      Office 
Management,   Home    Economics,  Photo- 
graphy,     Art,      Accounting,     Shorthand, 
Economics,        Speed:,        Mathematics, 
Motion  and  Time  Study,  Job  Evaluation, 
Supervisory  Training,  and  Social  Welfare, 

The  Division  is  working  at  full 
speed  and  hopes  to  organize  several  ad- 
ditional non-credit  courses  during  this 
semester.  The  big  problem  is  locating 
instructors.  Requests  for  courses  in 
Real  Estate  and  Management  Develop- 
ment present  special  problems  in 
staffing.  Through  necessity,  many 
courses  asked  for  are  being  postponed 
until  the  Spring  semester. 

LIBRARY  CLINICS  FEATURE  JAMES 

Miss  Viola  James,  extension  in- 
structor in  Library  Science,  has  been 
asked  to  participate  in  the  programs  of 
the  State  Library  School  Clinics,  which 
are  scheduled  to  be  conducted  during 
October,  Miss  James  will  speak  on  the 
following  subjects:  Sources  of  Library 
Materials,  in  the  West  Frankfort  Clinic, 
October  4;  Training  for  Librarianship, 
at  the  Centralia  Clinic,  October  5;  and 
Training  for  Librarianship,  at  Pushville, 
October  13.

DRIVER  EDUCATION  AND  TRAINING   SEMINAR 

A  high  school  teacher's  seminar  in  driver  education  and  training,  which  started 
October  17th,  is  in  full  swing  on  the  U  of  I  campus.  This  program,  scheduled  to  run 
through  the  21st,  has  an  ultimate  objective  of  reducing  accidents  among  beginning 
drivers. 
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Both  classroom  and  field  work  are  included  in  this  meeting.  Dr.  A.  E.  Florio, 
who  instructs  the  regular  teacher  driver  training  classes  for  the  University  physical 
education  department,  is  seminar  director.  Cooperating  with  the  physical  education 
department  on  this  project  are  the  Illinois  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  the 
Illinois  Department  of  Safety,  the  American  Automobile  Association,  and  the  Chicago 
Motor  Club. 

The  class,  limited  to  40  members  who  are  now  above-average  drivers,  are 
entering  a  field  which' calls  for  especially  qualified  instructors.  It  has  been  es- 
tablished that  eight  out  of  ten  high  school  students  become  licensed  drivers  and  that 
these  16  year  olds  have  an  accident  record  nine  times  that  of  drivers  in  the  45  to  50 
year  old  class. 

HOSTETTER  ON  PROGRAM 

Marie  M.  Hostetter,  assistant  professor  of  Library  Science,  who  is  active  in 
Extension  teaching,  spoke  October  14  before  the  Conference  of  the  East  Central 
Division  of  the  Illinois  Education  Association  in  Urbana.  Miss  Hostetter  represented 
the  Illinois  Association  of  School  Libraries.  Her  topic,  "Cooperation  Will  Solve  the 
School  Library  Problem' *  covered  the  supply  and  demand  of  school  librarians.

All  cars 
I   u  ed    at  the   North   Garage    now    constitute  the  North  (Physical  Plant)  car  pool    and 
those  housed  at  the  South  Garage  constitute  the  South  (Agriculture    car  pool.    The  fol 
Wng  procedures  are  established  for  obtaining  use  of  a  University  passenger  car. 

I.    All  departments  and  offices  except  Agriculture  and  Veterinary  Medicine: 

A  Offices  with  sporadic  needs  for  passenger  cars  should  phone  requests  to 
the  Physical  Plant  Routing  Office,  extension  314,  at  least  a  week  in  advance 
of  the  date  of  use,  if  possible.  If  the  request  can  be  filled,  the  Routing 
Office  will  furnish  information  concerning  the  number  of  the  vehicle  re- 
served and  the  garage  at  which  the  reserved  car  is  located.  The  requesting 
department  will  then  prepare  (1)  a  car  release  order  form,  to  be  signed  by 
the  director  or  department  head,  which  will  be  presented  by  the  driver  to 
the  garage  attendant  at  the  time  the  car  is  picked  up,  and  (2)  a  standaid 
requisition  bearing  the  signature  of  the  appropriate  administrative  officers 
and  indicating  the  trip  requirements  and  the  assigned  car  number: 

1  If  the  reserved  car  is  located  at  the  North  Garage  the  requisition  should 
be  made  out  to  the  Physical  Plant,  110  Physical  Plant  Service  Building. 

2  If  the  reserved  car  is  located  at  the  South  Garage,  the  requisition  should 
be  made  out  to  the  College  of  Agriculture,  102  Mumford  Hall.

The    University   faculty   members,    with   few    exceptions,    have    given   excellent 
cooperation  in   our   attempts  to  keep  the  volume  of  travel  expense  vouchers,  as  well 
as   the    invoice    vouchers   at  the    lowest    practical   level.     We    are  confident  that    this 
practice    is    saving   the    University  several  thousands  of  dollars  annually,  in  addition 
to  saving  this  Division  numerous  hours  of  stenographic  time  each  month. 
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A  few  of  our  faculty  members  apparently  have  not  become  acquamted  with .this 
suited  procedure,  however.  For  the  information  of  all,  we  are  again  briefly 
expfairnng  fne  procedures  pertaining  to  travel  expense  and  invo.ee  vouchers  which 
this  Division  is  trying  to  follow 

1  fn  instances  where  a  faculty  member  is  traveling  regularly  for  a  number  of 
weeks,  andhis  expenses  are  not  in  excess  of  $25.00  per  week  he  «««•**» 
present  travel  expense  vouchers  monthly  instead  of  presenting  them  on  a 
weekly  basis. 

2  Those  professors  whose  weekly  travel  expenses  are  in  excess  of  $25.00  per 
week  may  continue  the  practice  of  presenting  their  vouchers  on  a  weekly  basis 
if  they  prefer  to  do  so. 

3  Claims  for  reimbursement  of  money  spent  on  University  automobiles  should 
be  presented  on  invoice  vouchers.  The  space  for  appropriation,  in  the  lower 
left-hand  corner,  should  never  be  filled  in.  All  people  who  travel  regularly 
in  University  automobile  sat  the  expense  of  this  Division  are  urged  to  present 
their  claims  for  such  reimbursement  on  a  monthly  basis,  unless  the  weekly 
expenses  are  in  excess  of  $10.00. 

4.  Invoice  vouchers  are  approved  and  routed  to  the  Physical  Plant  Accounting 
Office  for  assignment  of  the  correct  appropriation  and  processing  instead  ol 
being  sent  to  the  general  Accounting  Office.  Checks  to  f^*  *«  <*cult* 
members  for  their  expenses  are  normally  mailed  from  Springfield  wxthm  two 
or  three  weeks  after  the  invoice  voucher  has  been  presented.  In  instances 
where  the  payee  needs  immediate  reimbursement,  the  vouchers  can  be 
endorsed  and  presented  for  cash  payment  at  the  Bursar's  Office, 

The   University    permits   its   personnel  who   travel   frequently  to   obtain  travel 
advance  s  from  the  Bursar's  Office .    Arrangements  can  be  made  through  the  Extramural 
Office  for  advances,  which  can  be  extended  for  the  duration  of  a  semester  s  course, 
in   some  instances,  for  the  entire  year.     When  travel  advances  are  *e*™s*^°*°"? 
semester's   or    a    year's   duration,  the  words  -Permanent  Advance"  should  be  typed 
at  the    top   of   the    form   used   in  making  the  request.     In  this  manner,  an  advance  to 
cover  a  month's  travel  expenses  can  be  obtained  for  use  until  the  travel  expense  for 
the  preceding  month's  expenses  has  been  received,

PERSONNEL  SUPERVISION  PROGRAM 
CLOSES 

A    substantial  program  in  terms  of 
number   of   people    attending  and  in  ap- 
parent changes  in  company  thinking  has 
recently  been  concluded  with  Time,  In- 
corporated, of  Chicago. 

A  series  of  tenmeetings  was  planned 
to   cover   the    major  supervisory  areas 
and   problems.     This   program  was  de- 
signed to  meet  the  needs  of  the  execu- 
tive and  supervisory  groups  in  the  Circu- 
lation Department.    One    hundred   forty 
people    were    enrolled    in    six    classes 
which  were  taught  by  Professors  Robert

ADULT  EDUCATION  IN  MEXICO 

-Mexico  City-(INS)-The  adult  education  program  in  Mexico  is  now  reach- 
ing the  primitive  areas  where  the  only  language  spoken  is  the  dialect  of  the  local 
tribe  The  Educational  Institute  of  Monolingual  Indians  has  sixty-seven  schools 
with  1,980  pupils  in  the  Tarascan  Indian  country  of  the  state  of  Michoacan  Bi- 
lingual professors  first  teach  the  natives  the  rudiments  of  reading  and  writing  in 
their  own  dialect  and  later  on  use  this  knowledge  as  a  basis  in  teaching  them 
Spanish.  Present  plans  are  to  extend  the  program  to  all  of  the  many  tribes  of 
Mexico." 

EDITORIAL 

Some  writer  should  be  able  to  develop,  better  than  has  been  done,  the  thesis 
that  even  the  commonly  accepted  functions  of  a  "campus"  university-teaching 
training,  scholarship,  and  research-necessarily  imply  the  broad  principle  of 
Extension  itself.  Those  functions  are  J£so  facto  the  process  of  extending  know- 
ledge and  understanding.  And  the  concept,  university,  transcends  limitations. 
In  a  democratic  society  it  is  absurd  to  try  to  limit  those  functions  to  a  geographi- 
cal center  and  to  a  restricted  group  of  youth,  or  to  single  colleges  or  schools. 

Too   many   educators,    even   extension   administrators,   have    failed  to  see   the 
truly  momentous   importance,  .of. the  modtrn  American  university,   to    realize   the 
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peculiarly  significant  nature  of  its  historical  development  as  an  institution  that  is 
neither  public  nor  private,  but  partly  both,  largely  autonomous  but  yet  devoted  to 
the  interests  of  the  whole  community — local,  national,  and  global.  There  is  no 
other  institution  in  the  world  potentially  as  valuable  as  the  university,  if  we  con- 
ceive of  it  as  a  unity  of  cooperative  processes  not  confined  to  a  particular  place, 
or  time,  or  function,  or  limited  aim.  Science  and  education  are  literally  human 
universals. 

I  have  tried  occasionally  without  much  success  to  develop  this  thesis  and  two 
corollaries:  that  university  extension  in  the  sense  of  adult  education  is  crucial  in 
the  present  emergency  facing  civilization;    and  that  there  is    a  fourth  function,    of 
a  true  university,   that  must  be    given   recognition  as  never  before,    namely,   dis- 
semination  of   information   and   promotion   of   understanding   beyond   the    narrow 
circles  of  the  youth  and  the  conventionally  schooled.    It  is  hard  to  find  words    or 
phrases  to  express  adequately  what  this  function  is;  unfortunately  there  is  not  one 
word  or  phrase  that  covers  it  except  "university  extension." 

We  need  to  develop  that   aspect   of  university   extension  that   promotes    study 
and   discussion  (rather  than  debate)    of  the  great  issues  of  modern  life,   the  fresh 
approach   of  science   to  age-old  human  problems.     We  need  to   define  and   clarify 
the    university's  institutional   function   of   objective    inquiry   linked   with   dynamic 
adult  education.  —  W.  S.  Bittner,  Secretary,  NUEA.
